It would be directed to 
manufacture fertilizer and sell it di­ 
rect to the farm ers and would be u-ed 
to establish selling ¿.gcaci&s "in order 
to prevent a monopoly of the fertil­ 
izer business or the undue and unrea­

Control of the cor* .»ration would be 
by a board of 
three directors, ap­ 
pointed by the president. 
A penalty 
of a $1 ,0 0 0 fine or six mo* His’ im pris­ 
onment. or both, would be fixed for 
•he punishment of any director who 
allowed politics to influence him in 
the transaction of the corporation’s 
business. 
Power not needed for the manufac­ 
ture of fertilizer or explosives would 
be sold by the corporation, with pref­ 
erence given to states 
counties and 
municipalities,

power 
should be sold to a power company 
;he corporation would have authority 
to fix the price to be charged to the 
consumer. 
The bill would provide for the man­ 
ufacture of explosives for the army 
and navy and in case of war the pres­ 
ident would have power to take over 
all of the property, to be used solely 
for the manufacture of explosives.

U. S. Mea sures Sno w io 
Aid Irrig a tio n Pro jects 


Ex tensiv e “ snow surv ey s" are some­ 
times made by the wen* her bureau <>f 
the United States Department of Agri­ 
culture In regions where the water 
required for irrigation is obtained al­ 
most entirely from melting snow. The 
mountain 
slopes 
constitute 
natural 
reserv oirs, from which the moisture 
that falls in winter as snow is grad­ 
ually led through spring and summer 
to the surrounding country . 
In order 
to ascertain the total amount of wa­ 
ter av ailable, the snow surv ey or trav ­ 
els ov er the watershed, often on skis 
or 
snowshoes, 
cutting 
sections 
of 
snow with a cy lindrical “ snow sam­ 
pler” and weighing them with a small 
spring balance. 
The weather bureau 
also maintains in the Western moun­ 
tains a number of special stations at 
which daily measurements of snow­ 
fall are made for the benefit of irri­ 
gation projects. 
The heav iest snowfall in the United 
States occurs in the high Sierra Ne­ 
v ada of California and In the Cascade 
range of Washington and Oregon. 
At 
places In both of these regions more 
than six ty -fiv e feet of snow has fallen 
in a single winter. 
The snow some­ 
times lies twenty -fiv e feet deep on the 
ground, bury ing one-story houses to 
the eav es.

U. S. Measures Snow to 
A id Irrigation Projects 
Extensive “snow surveys” are some­ 
times made by the weather bureau of J 
the United States Department of Agri- J 
culture in regions where the water I 
required for irrigation Is obtained al- j 
most entirely from melting snow. The 
mountain 
slopes 
constitute 
natural 
reservoirs, from which the moisture 
that falls In winter as snow is grad- 
j ually led through spring and summer 
j to the surrounding country. 
In order 
I to ascertain the total amount of wa- 
j ter available, the snow surveyor trav- 
! els over the watershed, often on skis 
! or 
snowshoes, 
cutting 
sections 
of 
snow with a cylindrical “snow sam­ 
pler” and weighing them with a small 
spring balance. 
The weather bureau 
also maintains in the Western moun­ 
tains a number of special stations at 
which dally measurements of snow­ 
fall are made for the benefit of irri­ 
gation projects.

Pennsylvania seems to be a favored 
landing field for those wanderers of 
space which, when they drift into ou r 
atmosphere, are known as meteorites, 
or shooting stars. 
Most of these are 
bu rned u p before reaching the grou nd 
and finds of the remnants of these 
metallic or stony bodies are ra re .. For 
this reason, the fact that five have 
been fou nd in Pennsylvania was eon 
sidered 
Important 
enou gh 
to 
be 
brou ght to the attention of the Geo­ 
logical Society of America at a recent 
meeting in Washington. 
All of the- 
Pennsylvania meteorites ere Iron. The 
first was fou nd near Pittsbu rgh in 
1850. 
The others were fou nd at Mt. 
Joy, near Gettysbu rg, in 1SS7, on Baid 
Eagle mou ntain, near Williamsport in 
1891, in York cou nty in 1997, and at 
New Baltimore in 1922. 
That fou n 1 
on Bald Eagle mou ntain was shaped 
like a hu man foot and weighed only 
seven pou nds, while the Mt. Joy mete­ 
orite Is the third largest fou nd in the 
United States, weighing 847 pou nds.

It is true that she was .made In France, 
but we have adopted her and her cre­ 
ation argues a Gallic insight into the 
moral psychology of America.
